Tuesday morning in a closet in the room 
of Maud Devere at 18 Center street listen- 
ing to her husband making love to the 
courtesan. 

Convinced a hundred times over of his 
infidelity, stung by his protestations that 
he was not married and his pleadings with 
the woman to run away with him, she 
Sprang out and emptied the contents of a 
88-caliber revolver at the guilty pair. 

Four shots were fired at her husband, two 
@t the courtesan. . 

Campbell was hit twice. One ball entered 
at the point of his left jawbone and 


ploughed its way out at his chin. Another 
bullet entered his left breast right above 
the heart, passed through his lung and 
came out of bis back. -This wound fs fatal. 

Maud Devere caught a flying bullet in her 
left knee. 

Mrs. Campbell surrendered to the police. 
Her husband, despite his serious wounds, 
walked to the Dispensary. 

Sitting in the prison van on her way to 
the hospital to be identified as a would-be

murderess by her husband, Mrs. Campbell 
put the cause of the tragedy succinctly. 
“He tried to play a double game and I 
tripped him. He won’t waste much wore 
love on other women,” : 
When Campbell chose to be unfaithful he 
picked a woman who could match him in 


double dealing. 
Two weeks ago he met Maud Devere 


down town and accompanied her to her 
home. It is in a neighborhood given over 
to cheap debauchery. 

The woman is young and not uncomely. 
She is a tall, buxom country girl.. She came 
from Springfield, Ill., within the last year. 

Campbell was infatuated with her and 
began neglecting his wife. She returned 
his affection. Like women of her class she 
gave him part of the wages of sin. He was 
broke and the arrangement was agreeable. 

Meanwhile he was neglecting his wife. She 
is Maud Devere'’s superior in physical at- 
tractiveness. Her name is May Foster. 
They made their living on the variety stage 
by doing Irish and black face specialties 


and a boxing turn. , 

Monday they began an engagement at the 
Globe Theater on South Seventh street. 

Mrs. Campbell suspected her husband. 
She wasn’t long in locating the cause. The 
tragedy followed. 

Maud Devere tells the story in a straight- 
forward way. 

“Campbell lies if he says I roped him 
into my house this morning, He has been 
coming to see me for two weeks. I guess I 
was stuck on him.,”’ : 

“T saw him nearly every day. He came

I assured her that he could show her 
something just as clever in that line when 
he came to my house. 

“At her request I wrote him a note ad- 
dressed to the theater Monday night, ask- 
ing him to come to my house this morning. 

He made an excuse to her this morning 
and started for my place. She got over 
ahead of him. 

“T put her in a clothes press in the front 
parlor. 

“He must have suspected she was comin 
to the house for he went to the corner an 
sent for me to come over and have a glass 
of beer. I sent back word I didn’t care for 
any and asked him to come over. 

“His first question when he came in was 
about his wife. I told him I didn’t know 
he was married.

HOW PROSPERITY STRUCK HIM. 


‘Misery Has Been Heaped Upon Him 


Since the Day He Marched in the 
Sound Money Parade. 


This is a true story of how the McKin- 
ley era of prosperity brought happiness to 
one workingman’s family. 

Charles Ulrich was an energetic young 
German, living with his wife and four chil- 
dren at 1523 South Broadway. Up to three 
morths ago he had a good. position. His 
salary was not fabulous, but his family had 
never known want. 

Monday night his wife and children ate 
their last erust of bread and now they are 
waiting either starvation or aid. 

Ulrich, hungry and stricken with the 
heartsickness that comes from hope de- 
ferred, is tramping the streets looking for 
work. i 

Everywhere he is tof that there is no 
opening now, but that..businese will pick 
up soon, He has heard the same story for 
three months. 

During the campaign Ulrich was an en- 
thusiastic McKinley man. The men who 
had jobs to give away told him that Re- 
publican guccees meant work for the un- 
employed. He repeated the fallacy to his 
fellows and before the campaign had pro- 
gressed far came to be known as a per- 
sistent McKinley worker. 

He marched in the sound money parade 
because he believed the honeyed promises 
of the plutocrate, The windows of his home 


were decorated on that eventful day and 
the Ulrichs were happy. 

On election day Ulrich worked hard for 
McKinley. When he reached home at night 
he had a pocketful of McKinle badges. 
While waiting for supper he pinned the 
badges on the coat of his 6-year-old boy, 
Charley, until the little Zellows front was 
covered by the Hanna-McKinley pledges of 
prosperity. 

After supper Mrs. Ulrich went to the base- 
ment to get something, and Charley pre- 
ceded her with a candle. 

Suddenly there was a scream, and Mrs. 
Ulrich saw a mass of flames playing about 
the boy’s head. 

The badges had caught fire from the 

candle. The flames spread to the boy’s 
clothing,» and the left side of the little fel- 
law’s body was charred to a crisp before 
they could be extinguished. 
The boy tossed on a bed of pain for many 
days, but he had good attention, and was 
getting along nicely when the era of pros- 
perity dawned. 

Mr. Ulrich came home one night and said 
he had been laid off. He had lost his posi- 
tion at Woodward & Tiernan’s temporarily, 
but he was hopeful, for surely in the rush 
of business so nearly due, there would be 
a good chance for a first-class pressman. 

Days passed and weeks passed, and the 
little money he had saved dwindled away. 
For the first time since his illness Charley 
felt the want of first-class medical attention. 
Ulrich has been out of a position for three 
months now, and in that time a terrible 
change has come over the family. 

Little Charley has changed from a 
buoyant, care-free child to a helpless crip- 

le. His wounds have healed, but in the 

ealing process his left arm has grown fast 
to his side. From the elbow to the shoulder 
the arm is part and parcel of his burn- 
scarred body. From the elbow to the hand 
it is withered and almost useless. 

Willie, the second boy, has the whooping 
cough and there is no money in the house 
to pay a physician or buy medicine. 

rs. Ulrich—well, there will be another 
mouth to feed within a week. 

There was not a mouthful of food in the 
house Tuesday morning. 

The two little rooms are a model of neat- 
ness. The pots and kettles shine brightly 
as if in mockery of the starving family. 

The children cannot go to school because 
the other boys and girls make sport of 
their rags. Lydia, the 88-year-old daughter, 
has no shoes... She has been going about in 
her stockinged feet for two weeks. 

Both Mr. and Mrs. Ulrich were born and 
reared in St. Louis. Ulrich was born in 
the house where he now lives. His father 
was formerly in the pork packing business 
here, but adversity overtook him and he 
was forced to sell his property. 

Ulrtch’s brother Louls was foreman of 
the Government Printing Office at Wash- 
ington under Cleveland. He had applied 
for the post of Public Printer, but his ap- 
plication was thrown out because he was 
under the statutory age. 

During the campaign he was a _ rabid 
gold standard man. He studied the subject

HENRY SEIGLING’s AWFUL FATE 
IN THE EARLY MORNING. 


HAULED UP AND FELL BACK. 


Old Market Gardener Dropped Into a 
Well and Was Drowned in 
His Wife’s View. 


Henry Seigling, a market gardener, 64 
years old, living on his garden patch at 
4248 Ashland avenue, fell into the well on 
his premises about 3 o’clock Tuesday morn- 
ing, and after a heroic struggle for life was 
drowned. 

Seigling and his aged wife lived along 
on their little place. They own the prop- 
erty and lived in their humble way com- 
fortably by raising and selling vegetables. 

The plat of ground is part of an old farm 
on the Natural Bridge Road, and the well 
on the premises was once used probably 
for stock purposes. 

It ls an enormous well, probably sixty feet 
deep, and has forty feet of waterinit. It is 
also about eight feet in diameter, and is 
bricked to the surface. But it has no curb- 
ing. It is an open well, protected only by 
a quadrilateral fence two boards high. A 
pully, a rope and a bucket constitute the 
hydraulic machinery. 

The rope had a huge knot on the surface 
end of it; therefore when old Mr. Seigling 
went to the well to get a cool drink in the 
middle of the night. and hauled up the 


bucket and in reaching over to gather it in, 
lost his balance and pitched downward, 
wtih the bucket, the knot caught in the 
pulley above, giving Mr. Seigling a life line 
to hold to. 

It gave him a chance to yell and he yelled. 
His wife first heard his cries, but before 
she could hustle out of bed John Anger, a 
young and lusty German who lives in 
Ashland place, near by, heard the old man’s 
cries of “‘Help! Help!’ and jumped out of 


bed. 

He and his nephew, young Schreyer 
rushed to the well. By that time the ol 
man had beeh in the cold water ten min- 
utes and had exhausted himself ecreaming 
for help. 

When Anger reached the well, he yelled 
to the old man to hold on to the bucket 
and rope, help was come. Two stout 
neighbors arnved and Seigling’s old wife 
was moaning and crying, and begging the 
old man to hold on. 

“We kept up his courage all we could.” 
said Mr. Anger. ‘“‘We looked at the pulley 
and its fastenings, and we feared it wouldn't 
hold the old man’s weight out of the water 
I knew of a ladder about # feet long, and 
ran and got it, but it wouldn’t reach by 
twenty feet. 

“The old man was still yelling, aap help!’ 
and had lost control of himself. hen we 
determined to risk the pulley and support, 
pad, we told the old man to cling tight to the 

ucket. 

“We hoisted away, but he was too weak to 
hold on. As his body came clear of the 
water he let go, sank back, and was 
drowned before our eyes. We could not 
do any more. Before we could get proper 
appliances to go down into the well he was 
dead. The cold water, the exertion and his 
fright were all too much for him.” 

Mrs. Seigling says her husband was a 
very temperate man. He had a fondness 
for the cold water out of the old well, and 
would go out even in winter in the middle 
of the night to draw it. He had been sick 
and weak for several days. 

“I heard him get up in the night,” sald 
she. ‘I didn’t know just when, and heard 
him ropene in the kitchen for a dipper; 
ee aes am Oe well, and I suppose 

went to sleep. for it seemed 
I pease his erles.” — 690 wae

WANTS RUSSIA TO EXPLAIN. 


If Privileges of Citizens of This Coun- 
try Are Abridged on Account 
of Religion. 
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WASHINGTON, D. C., May 2.—The long 
deferred debate on the tariff bill was ©x- 
pected to open in the Senate to-day. It 
Served to attract considerable crowds, al- | 
though the galleries were not overtaxed 
during the early hours of the session. Many | 
ladies were among the spectators, adding | 
a touch of color to the somberness of the | 
chamber. On the ffoor the various ate | 


resented, the attendance of Senators being 
as large or larger than at any time since 
the extra session opened, There was no 
positive agreement as to the time for tak- 
ing up the bill, but it was generally un- 


derstood that Mr. Aldrich of Rhode Island 
would be recognized for the opening state- 
ment after the morning business. 

Mr. Pasco, of Florida, presented the cre- 
dentials of the new Senator from Florida, 
Stephen R, MaHory,-and the latter was 
duly sworn in. He was assigned to a desk 
in the front row of the extreme right on 
the Democratic side. A handsome bouquet 
of roses was on his desk. 

A further conference on the Indian bill 
was ordered. 

A resolution was agreed to requesting the 
President for all correspondence relating 
to the fur seals in Bering Sea. 

Mr. Perkins of California presented a 
resolution reciting the refusal of the Rus- 
Sian Charge d@’Affaires at Washington to 
vise a ssport for Adolnh Kutner, an in- 
fluential Jewish banker of Fresno, Cal., who 
was about to visit Poland. The resolution 
refers to “‘the invidious distinctions against 
certain American citizens and the action of 
Prince Lobanoff, the Russian Premier, rela- 
tive to the exclusion of Jews from Russia. 
It provides also that this Government re- 
quest Russia “‘to declare whether American 
citizens are excluded from Russia on ac- 
count of thetr religious faith and if so that 
said Imperial Government of Russia be re- 
quested to remove such prohibition and per- 
mit Amertcans of whatever religious faith 
to visit Russia, etc.” 

Mr. Perkins spoke in favor of the reso- 
lution, saying the United States should 
exténd its protecting arm to every citizen, 
Jew or Gentile, wherever he might go. The 
resolution was referred to the Committee 
on Foreign Relations. 

A resolution by Mr. Pettigrew was agreed 
to requesting the President for information 
relative to the Union Pacific and Central 
Pacific railroads and amounts of dividends, 
execution of the Thurman act, etc. 

The resolution authorizing the Secretary 
of the Navy to employ —~ suitable ship 
fin the transportation of relief supplies to 
India was considered. Mr. Chandler of 
New Hampshire explained that this was 
or as no American ships were avail- 
abdie, 

Mr.Morgan of Alabama remarked that the 
Senate had reached an era when it was nec- 
essary ‘“‘to consult somebody at the other 
end of the capitol” as to whether a meas- 
ure would go through.

“I only wish I had some left for myself,”’ 
said the woman, “but I'll get them yet. 
I'll find a way to kill myself before long. 
Tom, why did you do it. ou were going to 
mony me next week and go away with 

er.’’ 

“Oh that was only a bluff,”’ said the man. 
“IT was making a play for money. I never 
intended to quit you.” : ; 

“No I think not, after all I have done 
for you. After the way I worked for you 
when you were broke, and when you had 
money let you have it all for yourself.” 

Detective Gocking interrupted thre Iittle 
family monologue here rhe again asked 
Campbell if the woman had shot him. 

“I can’t say. I did not see her do ft.” 

The woman then said: “If he says I didn’t, 
I didn’t, and that settles {t.’”’ 

She was led away by the officers, but be- 
fore she left the operating room she went 
back to the wounded man and taking his 
head in both hands kissed him tenderly two 
or three times with tears in her eyes. 

Then she braced up and said half to her- 
self, “I wasted two shots on that woman 
when I should have kept one of them for 
myself."’ 


May Campbell entered the Central Dis- 
trict Station shortly after the shooting and 
surrendered. She was trembling with ex- 
citement, but soon quieted herself and told 
her story in a cold and dispassionate man- 
ner. 

She is 25 years old, tall and stout. She 
weighs about 175 pounds. Her face is large 
and round. She has large blue eyes and a

A STRANGE STATE OF AFFAIRS. 


Sagasta Condemned the Military Op- 
erations, but Suggested No 
Improvement. 


NEW YORK, May 25.—A dispatch to the 
Herald from Madrid says: The conflict be- 
tween the Liberals and Conservatives, due 
to the Tetuan-Comas incident and Senor 
Sagasta’s speech, is momentarily tncreas'ng 
the popular belief that the Duke of Tetuan’'s 
continuance {in the Ministry means the cer- 
tain downfall of his party. 

At last night’s special meeting the Govern- 
ment resolved to take no further action in 
the Tetuan affair, but Premier Canovas will 
offer an explanation of the recent parlia- 
mentary scandal in both chambers. Very 
possibly the lAberal party will refuse to 
accept the explanation. The Silvelists will 
not determine their att'tude until after hear- 
ing Premier Canovas’ speech, 

The Madrid press continue to express the 
hope, derived from foreign sources, that the 
granting of belligerent rights to Cuba will 
not be declared by the United States. ‘‘Pub- 
lic feeling,” says El Pais, ‘‘is in a distracted 
State and no confidence is felt in the Con- 
servatives, or in the LAberals, since Senor 
Sagasta inspired alarm by his recent speech 
condemning the Spanish military operations 
in Cuba, yet not suggesting improvements, 
If his party comes into power, many mis- 
trust his prserective line of action.’ 

Frequent Cabinet councils are being he!d 
and rumors of a crisis continue. 

The Heraldo de Madrid. ina bitter article, 
entitled “The Sword of Canovas,” says: 
“Canovas’ cowardly policy toward the 
United States is fatal to Spanish interests 
and McKinley's attitude is more than sus- 
picious.’’ 

The Heraldo sustains the tone of Senor 
Sagasta’s-‘recent speech decrying the Span- 
ish military operations in Cuba, quotes in- 
stances disproving the alleged pacification 
and admits that Maximo Gomez has suc- 
ceeded in his aims. 

It is said, on the highest authority, that 
‘ Premier Canovas is employing as a pretext 
the Tetuan incident and will endeavor to 
secure the withdrawal from active politics 
of those Liberals who protest against his 
behavior is not dismissing the Duke of 
Tetuan from the Cabinet. His party will 
then make convenient resolutions and make 
them laws by a bill of indemnity, namely by 
a declaration that they are laws by the ma- 
jority in the Cortes. This majority will nat- 
urally be Conservative, for the Siivelists, 
dissident Conservatives and the Liberals 
will not affect the validity of the laws, 
which will be forthwith carried to the 
— Regent for ratification. The Queen 

egent’s course is anxiously awaited. It is 
popularly believed that she will lack the 
courage to refuse {6 sign the Conservative 
party’s measures. 


ATTACKED A TRAIN. 


Cubans Use Dynamite Bombs and Cap- 
ture Supplies. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, May 25.—The Sun has the 
following from Havana: 

It is reported from Santiago de Cuba that 
a Spanish military train from El Cristo to 
Songo was attacked by 600 insurgents. At 


the first shots the train stopped, and at that 
moment several dynamite bombs exploded, 
killing Lieut. Lafeunte and twelve Spanish 

rivates and wounding thirty-two others, 

he Spaniards surrendered, and the Cubans, 
pater plundering the train and securing a 
arge eupply of provisions and munitions of 
war, burned the remaining car. Sixty 
Spanish soldiers and twenty other persons, 
employes of the railroads and the Spanish 
Government, were made prisoners. Two 
hours later they were set free by order of 
Gen. Garcia. 

The Spanish military commander of Congo 
was afraid to go to the aid of the troops, 
but waited until they were released. Then 
he sallied forth and near the town killed 
two countrymen, one of them a non-combat- 
ant and the other a Cuban of his own 
forces. «He then returned to. the town, re- 
porting a victory over the insurgents. 

Gen. Rey, who was recalled by Weyler on 
account of his dire defeat by Garcia at 
Guamo, embarked yesterday for Spain. He 
said that Weyler is not the man to quell 
the revolution in Orient. In Rey’s opinion 
20.000 Spanish soldiers in the province of 
Santiago de Cuba alone could not subdue 
the Cubans in less than a year. 


CANNOT HOLD CUBA. 


Sagasta, When Premier, May Recog- 
nize the Inevitable. 


NEW YORK, May 25.—Nathanie] Paige of 
Washington, the lawyer who conducted the 
Mora claim against Spain, has just returned 
from a visit to England, France and Hol- 
land. He was asked about the consensus 
of opinion in Paris and London concerning 
the war in Cuba and sald: 

“In Paris I met many highly-educated 
Spaniards, and they do not see how Spain 
can retain Cuba. They and others in Eu- 


rope think it is only a question of time when 
Cuba will go to the United States. They 
do not see any other solution of the prob- 
lem and they do not seem to grieve over the 
situation. 

“Spain is drawing little revenue from 
Cuba now. The customs duties collected 
used to amount to $100,000,000 annually and 
now they have sunk to about $20,000,000. 
This does not pay one-half or one-third of 
the interest on the national debt. The na- 
tional debt of Spain held outside of the 
— ph Sone to, $1,000,000, 000, and the 

€ neurred by the last war in 
Cuba ts $260,000,000. This question of Spain's 
indebtedness, of course, is discussed a great 
deai in Europe, and the conclusion is that 
the war cannot be carried on much longer., 
Spain's credit cannot hold out. It is thought 
that when Sagasta becomes Prime Minister, 
instead of Canovas, he wil] inaugurate a/ 
different policy and wisely recognize the 
inevitable.

ANARCHISTS AT ALLEGHENY. 


Will Celebrate the Release of Henry 
Bauer and Car] Nold. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., May %.—Although dur- 
ing the past few years the cause of Anarchy 
seems to have languished in this city and 
vicinity, as in all other parts of the country, 


there will be a celebration to-night in a hall 
in Allegheny which will effectually demon- 
Strate that the reds are still active and 
numerous, although possibly not as out- 
spoken as formerly. The occasion of this 
evening’s gathering is the release from the 
Western penitentiary of Pennsylvania to- 
day of Henry Bauer and Carl Nold, accom. 
plices of Alexander Berkmann, whoshotand 
wounded H. C. Frick, Chairman of the Car- 
negie Steel Company, in July, 1892. Berk- 
mann was sent u ice nine years, and his 
accomplices for Sour years each, nine 
months’ commutation having been allowed 
them for good behavior. Mr. Frick’s in- 
juries did not prove serious, but the sum- 
mary punishment dealt out to his assail- 
ants had the effect of driving the Anarch- 
ists into their holes, and to-night’s recep- 
tion of the released prisoners will be the 
first public demonstration since the trial. It 
is expected that Johann Most and Emma 
Goldman will participate in this evening's 
festivities, and the police are somewhat ap- 
prehensive that trouble may be caused by 
visiting Anarchists. If deemed necessary, 
the carnegie buildings and Mr. Frick’s res- 
idence will be guarded until the visiting 
reds have dispersed. 

A peculiar circumstance in connection 
with the case is that Mrs. Nold, wife of one 
of the prisoners, was formerly the wife of 
the other prisoner, Bauer, having been di- 
vorced from the latter on the ground of 
desertion. While the two men were in the 
penitentiary. where they were allowed to 

e visited only by relatives, she visited 
Nold, on the ground that she was his wife, 
and Bauer on the ground that he was her 
former husband. .When a movement to se- 
cure a pardon for the prisoners was on foot, 
Bauer requested that Nold should be given 
the preference, as the latter was a married 
man. The humor of this request was not 
apparent at the time, as it was not then 
known that Bauer had formerly been mar- 
ried to Mrs. Nold. 


SINGLE TAXERS LOSE. 


Judge Fisher Refuses the Writ to Com- 
pel Higher Assessments. 


The effort of the Single Tax League to 
increase the tax assessment in St. Louis 
and the State was thwarted by Circuit 
Judge Fisher Tuesday. 

Through J. J. McCann the League filed 
suit last January against Assessor Freder- 
ick, the St. Louis Board of Equalization 
and the State Board and the St. Louis Dis- 
trict Assessors for a writ of certiorari com- 
pelling them to produce their records and 
show how they arrived at the assessments 
for 1895. 

The writ was denied by Judge Fisher and 
the case dismissed. 

McCann alleged in his petition that As- 
sessor Frederick when he went into ‘office 
did not take the oath, required by law. that 
he would assess all property according to 
law, and that he exempted about one-half 
of the tax payers of St. Louis from their 
obligation to render sworn statements of 
their real estate holdings and their value.

THE REPORT SUBMITTED TO THE 
GENERAL ASSEMBLY. 


EFFECT OF THE HARD TIMES. 


The Business Depression Has Been Felt 
by the Church in Largely 
Curtailed Receipts. 


EAGLE LAKE, Ind., May 2.—The devo- 
tional services of the Presbyterian General 
Assembly to-day were led by Dr. Wm. C. 
Alexander of Washington, D. C. The re- 
port on benevolence was made the second 
order of Thursday afternoon instead of 
evening. The Presbyterian building matter 
was made the special first order this after- 
noon. An invitation. An invitation to visit 
the city of Fort Wayne was referred to a 
committee. Permission was granted to the 
synod of New York to change the name to 
the synod of New York and New England 
as soon as the necessary legislation can be 
secured. Applanse greeted the announce- 
ment that the grant for a Roman Catholic 
Chapel at West Point had been declared il- 
legal by the Attorney-General, himself a 
member of the Roman Catholic Church.

ed’’ not to take under their care any stu- 
dents who are ae or purpose to pur- 
sue their studies in seminaries not approved 
by the General Assembly. 

This report of the judicial committee was

The regular order of the morning was the 
report of the Board of Home Missions. It 
refers to the business depression of the last 
few years, saying: The financial panic 
struck the country during the summer of 
1893, and in a short time affected every de- 
partment of business. As might be ex- 
pected, the Home Board at once felt its 
effects. Its income was reduced during the 
year 1893-'94 $191,000. The deficit in the re- 
ceipts of the year 1894-95 amounted to $112,- 
414.98. There was during the year 1895-’96 
a falling off of no less than $213,000; the re- 
ceipts of the whole year, exclusive of what 
was received from the memoria] fund, being 
only $730,000 during the year 1892-’93. 

The whole force of missionaries during the 
past year numbered 1,415, and they are dis- 
tributed in the following manner, namely: 
Alabama, 2; Alaska, 10; Arizona, 10; 
Arkansas, 2; California, 75; Colorado, 
58 ; Florida, 19; Idaho, 24; Indian 
Territory, 30; Iowa, 100; Kaneas, 
120; Kentucky, 21; Maine, 2; Massachusetts, 
8; Michigan, 84; Minnesota, 93; Missouri, 59;

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IN WERSTATE COMMERCE CASES. 

The decision of the United States Su- 
preme Court in the cases of the Interstate 
Cogjnmerce Commission vs. the Cincin- 

ti and New Orleans Ry. Co. and the 

orida and Western Ry. Co., by limiting 
the power of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, paves the way for some sort 
of pooling bill, such as Congress will be 
urged to pass. The decision practically 
prohibits the Commission from interfer- 
ing in the matter of rates as to whether 
they are reasonable or not, and confines 
ite duties to seeing that rates are equal 
as between shippers and localities. 

After stating. that the Commission had 
no power to prescribe rates to control in 
the future, Justice Brewer, who delivered 
the opinion asks, “Has the Commission 
no function to perform in respect to the 
matter of rates?’ Tis question might 
have been expected to be answered by a 
ruling touching rates in the nature of 
pools or combines, But no such ruling 
was made.

The bill has been in the Governor's 
hands for some time, and when meagures of 
this class, in which men whom Providence 
has blessed with great wealth are intensely 
interested, remain under cons:deration for 
long periods, they seldom emerge except in 
coffins. 

The Governor has accompanied his veto 
with a long argument, which may be re- 
duced in substance to two points—first, that 
the State does not need the money, and, 
second, that it has no right to raise it in 
this way. Of course, if the State govern- 
ment is really so opulent as to have no use 
for a larger income, it is to be congratulat- 
ed upon its fortunate situation. Still, it 
has made some rather energetic efforts to 
raise money through the Raines law, as well 
as by the help of the ordinary tax gatherer, 
and it is possible that a contribution from 
the large estates might make the general 
burdens lighter. We are at a loss to know, 
too, why we are borrowing money to im- 
prove the Erie Canal, when we already 
have more than we know what to do with. 

But the consideration that has chiefly 
moved Mr. Black is this: 

The strongest argument against this bill 
is that the rate proposed is not uniform nor 
fair. There is no reason why one mans 
dollar should pay more than another man’s. 
There is no reason why the last million dol- 
lars of a man’s property should pay more 
than the first million. The discrimination 
between the two is a penalty, not @ tax. 

One is lost in admiration of the profound 
reasoning powers and the firm grasp of ex- 
isting conditions disclosed in such an utter- 
ance as this. The Governor sees no reason 
why the last million dollars of .a man’s 
property should pay mere than the first 
million. Is it no reason that the first mil- 
lion is subject to the whole cost of support- 
ing the man and his family, while the last 
represents a clear surplus, that may be 
hoarded, invested or thrown away without 
affecting his comfort? Ten thousand dol- 
lars, well invested, will support one per- 
son with extreme frugality; fifty thousand 
will support a family with considerable 
economy; a hundred thousand will maintain 
a household in modest comfort; half a mil- 
lion will keep up an establishment; a mil- 
lion will provide every reasonable luxury. 
Beyond that there will be a constantly: in- 
creasing surplus. Do not these facts furn- 
ish a rational basis for a graduated system 
of taxation? \ Scientific economists think 
that they do, if Gov. Black does not, for 
the theory that\the burdens of taxation 
should be based ‘on ability to pay is held 
by almost every atathority of standing who 
believes in taxation, \properly so called, at 
all.

DOINGS OF THE 
TURF CONGRESS. 


A NUMBER OF IMPORTANT QUES- 
TIONS SETTLED. 


REINSTATEMENT OF JOCKEYS. 


Peter McCue Leaves for Joliet, but the 
Match Race Will Come Off 
in July. 


Judge Joseph A. Murphy returned from 
the Cincinnati meeting of the Turf Con- 
Sress Tuesday morning. 

“The main business of the meeting was 
to arrive at seme understanding on the 
stud book question,” said Mr. Murphy, ‘‘and 
I think we have settled it nicely. 

“You know that Bruce sold out his stud 
book, plates, good will and the whole busi- 
ness, in fact, to the Eastern Jockey Club 
for $35,000. Since that time horses have 
been registering with Bruce and with the 
Jockey Ciub, and with both or either, so 
that more or less confusion was the result. 

“Now all registrations must be made with 
the club. Milt Young and I were appointed 
a committee to confer with Mr. Belmont 
and make arrangements as to details. 

“Tt was the sense of the congress that the 
stud book should be revised in a measure 
and that many mares now registered should 


be weeded out, leaving nothing but the thor- 
oughbred stock.’’ 


The Turf Congress will make it unpleas- 
ant hereafter for any owners or jockeys 
who appeal to the courts from the decisions 
of the judges. The position assumed by the 
Congress grows out of the trouble with Dor- 
sey, who was suspended at Detroit. When- 
ever Dorsey goes to a track to ride he ap- 
peals to the courts and gets a temporary 
injunction against the track officials and 
rides until his case is reached. By that time 
the meeting is over and Dorsey does not 
care how his case goes. 

The congress resolved that hereafter, 
whenever anyone appealed to the courts 
and secured injunctions temporarily, to bar 
all their entries in the betting, refuse 
them stab room on the track and give 
them none of the customary privseeres 
They cannot put themselves in cnniempt 
of court by refusing to obey the fnjunction 
and let the boy ride, but they ean bar the 
entry in the betting and make the owner’s 
lot a hard one. This will be dc@e to prevent 
getting out the temporary injunctions and 
not because the congress feafs it will not 


win out in all the court trials finally, as it_ 


has always done. There is no known case 
of a court of law reinstating a fockey ruled 
off by the track officials. 


ye outlawed jockeys have now a chance 

get right and ride on regular tracks 
if they go about it properly. 

The Licenses Committee, consisting of 
Messrs. Reese, Hopper and Murphy, and 
the Appeals Committee, consisting of 
Messrs. Corrigan, Young and Schulter, will 
hold a joint aang about June 10 to pass 
on all applications for reinstatement. 

There are numerous applications on file 
now and it is expected there will be thirty- 
five or forty of them on the list by the time 
the, meeting is held. Each case will be 
taken up individually and passed upon sep- 
arately. Many of the boys, and some of 
them good ones, are now barred solely 
because they have ridden on outlaw tracks. 
These will be taken back on a promise to 
behave in the future and to confine their 
work to the recognized courses, 

All applications for reinstatement must 
be sent in writing to EB. C. Hopper, Secre- 
tary of ‘the Latonia Club at Covington, 
Ky., and they must be in by June 10 if 
they are to be recognized.

THE WEST END EXCITED.

Dr. H. L. Wolfner and f. ily, of 2818 
Washington avenue, were despoiled of their 
dinner and somewhat alarmed Monday even- 
ing at 6 o’clock, in a most extraordinary 
way.

It all happened in this way: Late Monday 
afternoon the Boyton Summer Garden in- 
augurated its season of “‘shoot the chutes” 
and various other attractions, among them 
a balloon ascension and parachute leap 
by Tom Cannon, The entertainment passed 
off merrily enough, and at 5:30 o’clock the 
acronaut made ready for his aerial voyage. 
The oiled-s.lk balloon had lain for hours, 
slowly filling with gases, and when the an- 
nouncement came that the car was waiting 
to depart, a great crowd rushed to the in- 
closure. 

A few moments later the balloon was off, 

with Tom Cannon sitting astride the dang- 
ling rope. When at a perilous height over 
Grand avenue and Hebert street, Mr, Can- 
non raised his parachute and dropped. For 

a few seconds he shot downward with great 
velocities, Then the parachute opened, and 
he reached the ground safely. 

But the balloon, relieved of its burden, 
flew upward until it was merely a speck 
in the sky. Then it struck a northwestern 
current of air and started on a tour of its 
own, developing as it went an amount of 
devilishness quite unexpected in a mild, in- 
flated thing. 

It sailed away southward and began 
slowly. to descend.

Into the Affair.

PER IN, May 25.—If all the features of 
th gramme are presented to the public, 
the ial of Herr von Tausch, the former 

/aissioner of the secret political police, 
turn out to be one of the most sensa- 
ticnal chapters in the recent history of Ger- 
trany. The very highest names have in some 
Way or other heen dragged, rightly or 
wrongly, into the affair, and the result can- 
not fail to be the washing of much dirty 
linen in the courts and the strengthening 
of the discontented elements throughout 
Germany. 

Von Tausch is charged with fourfold per- 
jury, and, incidentally, with treason. He 
threatens, if pushed to the wall, to make a 
clean breast of everything, and this may in- 
clude establishing the identity of the author- 
ship of the famous so-called Von Kotze let- 
ters by which an anonymous writer for 
more than a year kept the court of Germany 


in a state of turmoil by making the most 
scandalous insinuations against male or fe- 
male members of many aristocratic families, 
resulting in stormy scenes, separations, 
duels and deaths. 

Count von Kotze, the former court cham- 
berlain, according to general report, Is ecer- 
tainly not the author of this series of ven- 
omous attacks upon various members of the 
nobility and it has been more than once 
hinted that the author of these scandalous 
missives is to be found in the very highest 
circles in Germany. 

Therefore, under all the circumstances, the 

reatest interest is taken in the proceed- 
fis against Von Tausch, whose prelim- 
nary examination may be said to have com- 
Mmenced December 8 last, when he was ar- 
‘Tested at the close of the sensational Luet- 
go-Leckers trial, during which the imperial 
chancellor, Prince Hohenlohe, and the Min- 

ter of Foreign Affairs, Baron Marshal von 
leberstein, were among the witnesses. 

The whole matter seems to date from the 
fall of Prince Bismarck from power and the 
accession of Gen. Count von Caprivi to 
the chancellorship. From :that time on a 
merciless, underhand political warfare was 
Waged against Gen. von Caprivi, and 
his enemies were evidently successful in 
causing his retirement. This was seeming- 
4 followed by another gery campaign, 
this time against several other members of 
the Government, two of whom, Dr. Koeller, 
Minister for the Interior, and Gen. Bron- 
fardt von Shellendorf, Minister for War, 
lost ‘their portfolios, while others were in 
danger of the same fate. 


A climax in the campaign of political cal- 
umny and court intrigue was reached short- 
ly after the Czar and Emperor William met 
at Bresiau last year. Their majesties 
toasted each other and the Empress of 
Russia, replying to the Emperor of Ger- 
many, said he was “imbued with the same 
feelings as your majesty,” but a version of 
the Czar’s toast was published, in which 
it was averred that he said he was “imbued 
with the same feelings as my late father,” 
and it was further asserted that the Czar’s 
wording was altered in the report of the 
toasts at the instance of Count von Eulen- 
berg, the high court m&rshal, in British in- 
terests, and the editor of the paper in which 
this version of the toast appeared was in- 
duced to believe that the Minister for For- 
e‘gn Affairs. Baron Marshal von Bieber- 
stein, was desirous that this charge against 
Count von Eulenberg should be published. 

Later Count Von Eulenberg and Baron 
Marshal Von Bieberstein commenced ac- 
tions for libel against two newspaper men, 

aron Von Laietzow, who bears one of the 
most honored names in German history, be- 
ing a descendant of the famous Luetzow of 
the war of liberation, and Herr Leckert 
filias Larsen, a young man who was clearly 
only a tool in the hands of powerful wire- 
pullers. But, in reality, the action was 
taken against the political clique which for 
eix years has been directing the intrigues 
which have resulted in the overthrow of 
chancellors and ministers, and which have 
brought about a state of affairs which it is 
impossible to even outline in this dispatch, 
culminating in the steady growth of social- 
ism and a feeling of resentment and unrest 
throughout Germany, It was insinuated re- 
peatedly that the intrigues originated from 
the foreign office and the reports of alleged 
differences of opinion between the Emper- 
or’s intimates and the members of the Gov- 
ernment were craftily fed by a series of 
7 a insinuations an mysterious 

nts. 


Gradually the trial of Luetzow, Leckert 
and others, who were proceeded against at 
the same time, assumed the character of a 
cause celebre of the first water, thanks to 
Baron Marshal von Bieberstein, who, hav- 
ing had experience as a public prosecutor, 
pushed the case against the defendants in 
@ most clever manner and emerged from the 
clouds of evidence as a statesman of high 
order, whereas he had been generally cred- 
ited with being a politician of somewhat 
ordinary ability. From a simple witness he 
rapidiy developed into a shrewd leading 
counse! for the prosecution, determined, at 
all hazards, to expose the long chain of 
base intrigue which had for years hampered 
the usefulness of the Government. 

It was evident from the start that the de- 
fendants in this case were looked upon by 
the Minister for Foreign Affairs as being 
nothing more nor less than dummies who 
had been skillfully manipulated by men of 
@ much higher rank, and step by step, the 
batteries of the prosecution were directed 
upon the notorious department of the secret 
political pene of Germany, which rivals 
the dreaded third section of Russia in its 
power for evil doing.

Counsel for Baron von Luetzow and L2ck- 
ert had tried to prove that the statement 
that Count von Eulenburg had falsified the 
version of the Czar’s speech emanated from 
Baron Marshal von Bieberste_nand that the 
latter wished Von Eulenburg to be exposed, 
and, therefore, the efforts of the prosecu- 
tion were steadily directed toward finding 
out the identity of the individual who had 
placed Baron von Luetzow, who first ob- 
tained the “‘news,” in possession of the al- 
leged facts. 

Baron Marshal von Bieberstein iInsis.ved 
that the men who in this manner tried to 
sei the emperor's “emu against the for- 
eign office were identical with those ‘who 
concocted the intrigues which led to the 
downfall of members of the cabinet. It 
was demonstrated by witnesses that Von 
ments to his superior, the Minister of the 
Interior, expanding the 
artcles attacking prominent people, and 
later Baron von Luetzow confessed in writ- 
ing that Von Tausch was the instigator of 
the intrigues complained of. His counsel, 
Herr von Lubschinsky, read 
which was as follows:

By 
order of Herr von Tausch I declared that 
Baron von Marschall wished to have this 
allegation published by the pg tn When 
these articles appeared I took them to Von 
Tausch. who hates Baron Marschall. He 
was delighted and triumphantly exclaimed:

He added: ‘I must_ send 
these articles to Count Philip von Eulen- 
burg (German Ambassador at Vienna and 
a cousin of the Court Marshal here). He 
will be immensely pleased.’ 

“He wrote a letter to the Ambassador, 
who was then staying at Castle Lieben- 
berg, and received a letter from him in re- 
turn thanking him and adding that in @ 
few days he would come to Berlin and 
would be glad to see him. 

‘Some days later Yon Tausch came to me 
saying that the whole foreign office was in 
an uproar about the article and that Baron 
Marschall was taking up the matter very 
seriously. He continued: ‘I have been 
ordered by the police president to make in- 
vestigations and shall be forced to give your 
name as the author. 
firm and silent. I will protect you in any 
case.’ 

“A few days elapsed and Tausch came 
again, saying: ‘They have also discovered 


but keep steadfast. Count Philip von Eulen- 
burg will protect you and me, you may rely 
upon it. He is a powerful man.’ Briefly 
said, Von Tausch is the originator of all 
my misdeeds.

The confession of Baron von Luetzow 
caused a deep sensation in court, and, after- 
ward, throughout Germany. Von Tausch 
listened to his agent’s words with a sickly 
smile upon his white face, and when the 
name of Count Philip von Eulenburg was 
mentioned there was a movement of in- 
tense surprise throughout the court-room, 
which had previously been eo deathly still 
that the traditional pin might have been 
heard had it dropped, and when counsel had 
finished reading there was a sigh of relief, 
for nobody seemed to knuow where the 
lightning was to strike next. 

fon Tausch was then recalled to the stand 
and was asked what he had to say in reply 
to Baron von Luetzow’s confession. He re- 
marked: 


Von Tausch admitted he had sent the art!l- 
cles and the letter to Count Philip von 
Eulenburg, and he also admitted that he 
had some suspicion about the genuineness 
of Kukutsch’s signature or the receipt, but 
it was not true that he had induced Von 
Luetzow to forge it. 

Count Philip von Eulenburg is one of Em- 
peror William’s most intimate friends. His 
majesty invites him every year to attend 
him on his yachting trips to Norway, and 
the Emperor yearly has been the Count’s 
conn at Castle Liebenberg, where Gen. von 
Saprivi’s resignation was brought about by 
his proud refusal to disavow an article in 
the Cologne Gazette attacking Count Botho 
von Eulenberg, the then Prussian Minister 
President, who had tendered his resigna- 
tion, later accepted. on account of friction 
between himself and Caprivi. Von Tausch 
was shown to have known the name of the 
author of the Cologne Gazette article; but 
he kept it secret. to serve his own ends 
and allowed another writer to remain un- 
der suspicion for years. 

Under the circumstances there was noth- 
ing left for the court to do but to request 
the German Ambassador at Vienna, Count 
Philip von Eulenberg, to appear on the wit- 
ness stand, which he did @ day or two later, 
Von Tausch, at his own request, being in the 
meanwhile suspended from duty. 

Monday, Dec. 8 the Ambassador appeared 
on the witness stand and Von Tausch was 
sent out of the court room, so that he might 
not hear the Count’s evidence. In order to 
revent the chief of the secret police from 
istening the public prosecutor left his 
seat, crossed over to the door through 
which Von Tausch had disappeared and 
stood there, after trying the door, 
whole time the Ambassador was on 
stand. 

The latter, amid breathless’ silence, ad- 
mittéd he had received a letter from Von 
Tausch and that he had answered it in ami- 
able terms and he also admitted that, at his 
(Count Von Eulenburg’s) instance, the Em- 

eror had bestowed a decoration upon Von 

ausch. But the next moment the AmbaSsa- 
dor solemnly asserted that he had never 
been mixed up tn a political intrigue and 
that he never would be so involved. 

The public prosecutor then sent for Von 
Tausch, had him placed once more on the 
stand and asked him whether he had in- 
spired or allowed to be printed a paragraph 
in the Berlin Tageblatt that Leckert fre- 
quented the foreign office. Von Tausch 
swore he had not made such an assertion. 

The editor of the Tageblatt, Dr. Levysohn, 
was then called and Von Tausch was again 
sent from the court room. 

Dr. Levysohn, on oath, stated that Von 
Tausch had called at his office and, in a 
long conversation, had given him the ma- 
terial for an article on the CzZar’s toast at 
Breslau, and had expressly stated that 
Leckert had frequently been received at the 
foreign office. When informed that Von 
Tausch had sworn to the contrary, Dr. 
Levysohn shrugged his shouders and re- 
marked: 

“IT have sworn and can only speak the 
truth.’’ 

Thereupon the public prosecutor arose and 
asked for the arrest of Von Tausch on the 
charge of perjury, hurried out to see that 
the chief of the secret police did not make 
his escape and conducted him in person into 
the court room. The arrest of Von Tausch 
followed, he was led away a prisoner and 
the case was continued.

Al- 
though in receipt of but a small salary 
(about 8.200 marks—$800), he has lived at the 
rate of 60,000 marks per annum and his load 
of debts has been paid, from time to time, 
by somebody. 

Von 
comes from a family of impoverished nobles 
and served as a Lieutenant in the Bavarian 
army during the Franco-German war, being 
decorated with the second class of the iron 
cross for distinguished bravery during some 
engagements. In 1876, having been promoted 
Captain, he was forced to leave the army 
because of pecuniary difficulties. 

After being employed by the Berlin Dis- 
conto Gesellschaft for a short while, he was 
a “eg a subordinate officer in the Berlin 
police force, due to the influence of the Bis- 
marcks. For about fifteen years he has been 
the soul of the political police department, 
nearly all the important treason, espionage 
and anarchist cases being intrusted to him. 
He presénted. too, the Schnabele case, 
which almost led to war with France at the 
time, by arresting Schnabele, the French 
police commissary. Von Tausch has been the 
recipient of a number of high decorations.

IN 4,000 BUSHELS | 


ONLY ONE TRANSACTION RECORD- 
ED ON TUESDAY’S MARKET. 


LARGE TRADERS AGAINST IT. 


The New Movement Not Meeting With 
Favor by the Merchants’ 
Exchange. 


Large traders on’Changeare already clam- 
oring against the practice of trading in 1,000- | 
bushel lots inaugurated Monday by a num- | 
ber of members. 

They are predicting that deals of this kind 
cannot be successfully carried and the inno- 
vation will not last_long. 

Those who favor the small transactions | 
acknowledge the plan is merely an experi-| 
ment. It has not the official sanction of | 
the Merchants’ Exchange except in the) 
sense that there is nothing in the rules of 
the Exchange forbidding it. 

The market quotations still apply only 
to 5,000 bushel lots, The great bulk of the 
trading is in the larger lots. In fact, since 
a few cf the brokers got together a few 
weeks ago and decided to inaugurate trad- 
ing in 1,000 bushel lots, just four trades of 


the kind have ‘been made. 
Pass one 1,000 bushel lot was sold Tues- 
a 


y. 
Most of the traders absolutely refused to 
consider bills or offers on the small lots. 
The few trades made were between the 
brokers who had favored the plan from the 
first and who were trying to arouse interest 
by setting an example. From present in- | 
dications it would seem to be an unsafe 
thing for any trader on the floor to buy 
grain in 1,000-bushel lots for speculation pur- 
oses, The market for small lots cannot be 


quotation, .A buyer has to pay %c a bushel 
more for grain. bought in 1,000-bushel lots 
than if he bought 5, bushels. 

On the other hand he must sell at %c be- 
low the market price if he desires to specu- 
late, for the large traders have a strong 
combine which enables them to sell small 
lots above the market and buy them below 
the market. . 

If the holder refuses to sell at the low pene 
the heavy traders fill their orders from their 
own holdings and refuse to take his small 
lot off his hands, There is always a risk 
that the market will fall, and he is usually 
glad to get rid of his lot at %oc discount. 
The holders of large lots can by throwing 
their holdings on the market force the price 
down and force him to sell against his will.

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ELABORATE EXPLANATION MADE 
; BY SENATOR ALDRICH. 


SENATE MEASURE DEFENDED. 


Necessary to Raise Revenue and Pro- 
per, He Thinks, to Help the Trust 
Fight German Competition. 


Senator Aldrich has stated the case 
for the sugar schedule of the traiff bill 
as agreed upon by the Senate. The state- 


ment will create surprise by the plain anal 


flat-footed way in which it shows that 
the schedule is in the interest of the 
Sugar Trust. 

But little stress is laid on the necessity 
of raising additional revenue for the pur- 
poses of the Government. 

Great importance is attached to the 
growing importations of German sugar, 
which, Senator Aldrich says, are assum- 
ing such proportions that they will soon 
kill American refineries if not checked. 

The fact that the American refining 
business is practically in the hands of one 
company, he says, is of small conse- 
quence. 

For the purpose of protecting this 
American industry it is proposed, accord- 
ing to his estimate, to tax the American 
people $70,000,000 a year. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., May 2%.—Follow- 
ing is Senator Aldrich’s explanation of the 
Sugar schedule of the tariff bill, made in 
the Senate to-day: 

In the sugar schedule E we have sug- 
gested a change in rates and in manner of 
assessing the duties. As the schedule is a 
very important one, it seems proper that I 
should explain definitely the effect of the 
provisions we recommend. 

The annual consumption of sugar in the 
United States is about 2,000,000 gross tons, of 
2.240 pounds each, with a value based on for- 
eign prices approximating $90,000,000. If the 
high duties proposed in either the House or 
Senate bill should ‘be adopted, the annual 
cost of sugar to consumers would be more 
than §$160,000,000. Of the consumption of 1396, 
40,000 tons, or 2 per cent, were beet sugars, 
produced in the United States, and 243,000 
tons, or 12 percent, .were domestic cane 
sugars, and 157,000 tons, or 8 per cent, were 
sugars admitted from the Hawaiian 
lands, free of duty, under our 
the Hawaiian Government. The 
tons of sugar consumed in the United 
States constitute nearly 30 per cent of the 
total consumption of the world 
sugar crop of 189 being approximately i,< 
000,000 tons,.of which 4300,000, or about 
per cent of the whole were beet sugars.

rates in order that no urmfair advantage 
shal] be given to sugar refiners, should not 
be allowed to furnish a pretext in the prep- 
aration of a tariff bill constructed upon 
protective lines for the destruction of a 


States. For this purpose, I have prepared a 
series of statements which I submit for 
your consideration, showing the actual diff- 
erence between the rates imposed by the 
schedule upon raw sugars of different 
grades and refined. 


The first of these tables to which I will 
call your attention shows the rates imposed 
upon each grade of sugar testing above 87 
degrees by the House bill and the Senate 
bill. It shows further the actual differential 
on each grade in both the House and Senate 
bills. This table shows that the d'fferential 
between the raw and the refined sugars 
by the Senate proposition varies from 9.77 
to 15.40 cents per 100 pounds, while the 
differential in the House b‘ll varies from 
12.20 to 17.35 cents per 100 pounds. It will be 
seen from an examination of this table that 
the differential between granulated sugar 
and 96 degrees centr:fugals—this being by 
far the most important class of raw sugars 
and in amount two-thirds of the total im- 
ports of raw cane—is 9. cents per 
pounds; on 94 degrees centrifugals the diff- 
erential is 10.8 cent; on degrees muscova- 
does the differential is 14.6 cent. 

In order to show that the committee's 
proposition does not give undue advantage 
to beet sugars as compared with cane su- 
gars, the following statement has been pre- 
pared by me to show the differential be- 
tween raw and refined beet sugars in com- 
parison with the differential of the same 
sugars based on the rates imposed by ex- 
isting law:

The pressing necessity for securing great- |

The bill, as it came to us from the House

Most of the German ‘granulated 
imported {s the result of a continuous proc- 
ess of refining. 

For mcnths raw beet sugar and German 
granulated have sold on an absolute parity 
of value, taking only into account the per- 
centages of pure sugar contained in each. 
If we assume the cost of refinnig sugar in 
the United States to be approximately one- 
half cent per pound and if German refined 
can be sold without loss on the same basis 
with German raws, it must be evident that 
the differentials suggested in the Senate 
proposition are not only not excessive, but 
they are quite likely in the near future to 
of the business of sugar refining in the 
United States. If the importations of Ger- 
man granulated should increase at the 
same ratio that they have since the act of 
1894 was adopted, the German will certa'nly 
secure at an early day a large part of the 
American market, The protection afforded 
by the differentials proposed by the Senate 
committee is, I believe not only less by 
percentage, but less with reference to the 
actual requirements of the industry, than

Nothing in the theory! of protection inter- 
feres with the imposition of further interna] 
revenue taxes whenever such a course is 
found desirable for revenue purposes.

The Senator then took up the Hawalian 
treaty, and said: The committee will also 
prepare and present an amendment to the 
House provisions in regard to the Hawaiian 
treaty. The existing commercial treaty be- 
tween the United States and the govern- 
ment of these islands provides for the free 
admission of raw sugars. the product of 
the islands, into the United States. If this 
treaty should remain in force it would re- 
sult in giving a bounty to the Hawaiian 
soeet prodowrs amounting to more than 
$8, 000, per annum. It was not contem- 
plated when the original treaty was made, 
or when it was extended, that any possibie 
advantage of this kind could ever result 
from its terms to the people of the Sand- 
wich Islands. 

The effect of this bounty would undoubt- 
edly be to stimulate enormously the pro- 
duction of sugar in the Hawaiian Islands. 
While we cannot fairly abrogate a treaty 
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of this kind with a friendly country with- 
out notice, we believe that negotiations 
should at once be entered into looking to 
such a modification of the treaty as will 
reduce the bounty to be paid awaiian 
sugar producers to a reasonable sum, and 
the committee will present an amendment 
looking in this direction at an early day. 
There should be no difficulty in securing 
through the treaty-making power such mod- 
ifications of the treaty as will be satisfac- 
tory to both countmes without injury to 
either. It certainly can not be expected 
that the United States will continue for 
any length of time to pay a bonus of seven 
or eight millions of dollars per annum as 
an inducement to any foreign country to 
trade with us. I assume there will be no 
difficulty in securing proper modifications 
of the treaty so that it will not be neces- 
sary for the Government of the United 
States to give the one year's notice of its 
abrogation, as provided for by its terms, 


CURES BY FAITH. 


A Large Number of Pilgrims Visiting 
Holy Hill, Wis.

HARTFORD, Wis., May 25.—The first pil- 
grimages to Holy Hill took place to-day, It 
is already evident that the number of visi- 
tors to the sacred spot will be greater this 
year than ever before. The locality is one 
of great natural beauty and was rented 
from the Government in the year 1855 by Fa- 
ther Huber, an Austrian priest, who pro- 
phesied that the place would become one 
of the most celebrated in the land—a place 
of worship and pilgrimage where thousands 
would come yearly to do homage to the Vir- 
g:n and ‘her Son. 

His prophecy ‘has in a measure come true, 
and many are the miraculous cures that are 
recorded in refutation of the skeptical views 
of unbellevers. Ex-State Senator Kroeger, a 
precinct dry goods merchant of Milwau- 

ee, says that his niece, Miss Clara Kroeger, 
was cured of a disease of the eyes known 
as opthalmia by a visit to Holy Hill, the 
efforts of the most famous specialists hav- 
ing proven unavailing. This cure was af- 
fected several years ago and since that 
time there has been no recurrence of the 
disease. 

Another remarkable cure spoken of by Mr. 
Kroeger, and which has been verified to the 
satisfaction of hundreds of people, was that 
of a daughter of Herman Verhalen, a resi- 
dent of the township of Franklin, Milwau- 
kee County. The young woman had become 
insane and was pronounced incurable. A 
visit to Holy Hill, however, effected a com- 
plete and permanent restoration of the 
young woman's faculties. Hundreds of 
similar occurrences are related, being sup- 
ported by apparently good evidence; 
and the result of these cures has 
been to spread the famel of Holy Hil 
throughout the country.

The Interstate Commerce Commission 
After a Number of Railroads 
for Discrimination. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., May %.—An iIn- 
vestigation of many charges against va- 
rious Western railroads will begin at Chil- 
cago a week from to-morrow by the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission. One of them 
is the most unique case that has confronted 
the commission for some years. This is an 
admission of the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. 
Paul Railway that it is not obeying a recent 
order of the commission to re-establish for- 
mer rates made in compliance with a for- 
mer order, which was issued after hearing a 
complaint of discrimination made by the 
Eau Claire, Wis., Board of Trade. The road 
complained that it could not comply on ac- 
count of the tariffs of competing lines be- 
ge various lumber points in Wiscon- 
sin.

hicago; the Grain Shippers’ Association 
of Northwestern Iowa vs. the Ilnols Cen- 
tral, for alleged unreasonable rates on wheat 
and other cereals between Chicago and Mis-

BROKER SEEMAN THINES HE 
SHOULD ASK FOR MERCY. 


HE MAY THUS AVOID PRISON. 


Is Not the Only Case In Which a 8t. 
Louisan Has Been Caught 
Smuggling. 


All classes of people connected with the 
customs revenue are interested in the prob- 
able outcome of the Scruggs-Langhorne 
fase in New York. It is so rare that a 
person of Mr. Scruggs’ wealth and stand- 
ing gets caught in the meshes, that prece- 
‘dents are few. 

Will Mr: Scruggs, if he persists in fighting 
the case, have to go to jail? 

That is a question that fills the ordinary 
mind with a feeling of horror. Yet, if Mr. 
Scruggs makes a fight, and that seems to be 
his purpose, he will leave the Government, 
which has caught him red-handed, with 
nothing to do but press the penalties to the 
limit. 

“If I were Mr. Scruggs,” said Max J. 
Seeman, the Custom-house broker, ‘I 
would ‘fess up,” as in fact, he has already 


done, and throw myself on the mercy of the 
Treasury offictals. There are two ways of 
fighting this case, but only one by which 
Mr. Scruggs can escape disagreeable con- 
sequences to his pride and person. If he 
thallenges an indictment and defies the law 
and means to take his chances with a jury, 
as probably get cinched for all there is 
se 

“He cannot plead the baby act with any 
hope of success before a jury in a United 
States Court. 

“Mr. Scruggs’ most effective coursé would 
be to confess his error, pay the double duty 

on his goods, which is the least of the penal- 
ties, and trust Secretary Gage for the rest. 

‘In cases of this kind where there is evi- 
dently no intent to smuggle for commercial 

rofit, the law gives a wide discretion to 
he Treasury officials. Where the goods 
involved do not exceed $1,000 in value the 
Collector of the Port is permitted to release 
the goods, upon payment of double duties, 
and remit all the penalties. Even where it 
may have got into the courts, the Collector 
may with propriety request that proceedings 
be quashed. 

‘Where the value of the goods exceeds 
$1,000, as in Mr. Scruggs’ case, the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, when fully convinced 
that no fraud was intended, or for any 
reason that may seem to him good, has the 
power to accept the duties, release the

Abramsky’s petition is a voluminous docu- 
ment, covering several pages of legal cap 
—— such as the lawyers write upon. He 
ad some diamonds when he was married, 
he says, but hasn’t any now. 

According to his allegations, the dia- 
monds went with his. wife. He also had 
money when he was married, and if he is 
telling the truth in his petition, his wife 
and her mother made an organized effort to 
spend as much of it as possible.

FROM TEXAS. 


CONGRESSMAN BAILEY VISITS ST. 
LOUIS FRIENDS. 


TALKS ON NATIONAL EVENTS. 


He Will Aid Bland and Others in Mak- 
ing the First District Safely 
Democratic. 


Joseph W. Bailey, the big, brainy and 
handsome Texas Congressman, whose name 
is known from New York to California, ar- 
rived in St. Louis Tuesday morning. Con- 
gressman Bailey registered at the Planters’. 
Wednesday morning he will leave for the 
First District to take part in the special 
Congressional campaign. His first speech 
will be made at Hannibal Wednesday night. 

Congressman Bailey is a Democrat of the 
type that knows no surrender nor no com- 
promise as long as a principle is involved. 
He is a leader on the Democratic side of the 
House, and has been prominent in public 
affairs since he was first seated in Congress, 
The Texas statesman—and he is a states- 
man in the most literal sense of the term— 
is now serving his fourth term in the 
House. 

There are few men in Congress of more 
striking personal appearance. Standing a 
little more than six feet, with a magnifi- 


cent head resting upon his broad shoulders, 
rather long, raven black hair, cut Texas 
style and thrown back carelessly over his 
high forehead, Congressman Bailey looks 
every inch the Texan that he is. In dress 
he is tidy. A suit ef black worsted, coat of 
Prince Albert pattern, fits neatly, and the 
smothly shaven face and large expressive 
eyes give to the young Congressman a most 
distinguished appearance, 

“IT will remain here to-day,’’ said Mr. 
Bailey, ‘‘and to-morrow I will go to Han- 
nibal. I understand that I am to make 
five speeches in the First District cam- 
paign, although I am not yet informed as 
to all of the dates and places.”’ 

Congressman Bailey is not the type of 
public man to seek newspaper interviews, 
yet he talked freely to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter Tuesday morning. With reference 
to the Cuban resolution, about which there 
— been so much talk recently, Mr. Bailey 
said: 

“Of course, we Democrats will do all in 
our power to bring the House to a vote on 
the Senate resolution recognizing that a 
state of war exists in Cuba. However, it 
is practically certain that the House will 
not be permitted to vote on the resolution, 
because both the President and the Speaker 
are opposed to its adoption. It is certain 
that if we could reach a vote the resolu- 
tion would pass by a large majority, but 
it now seems that with the power of the 
President and the Speaker both fully ex- 
erted to prevent consideration the Repub- 
licans can be held united against the Demo- 
crats. 

“The Republican leaders are practically 
unanimous in the hope that the Cuban 
patriots will fail to establish the indepen- 
dence of the Cuban republic, and if the 
thought that public sentiment would toi- 
erate such a course, they would not hes- 
itate a moment to declare that the Cuban 

atriots are rebels and ought to be sub- 
dued. That is largely the feeling among 
the financiers of the t, and it will gen- 
erally be found that the feelings and opin- 
ion of the Republican leaders coincide with 
the feelings and opimions of the financial 
magnates of Wall street.’’ 

ongressman Bailey lives at Gainesville, 
one of the prettiest and best towns in 
North Texas. He is proud of his State, as 
Texans usually are. 

“Yes, sir; North Texas is a garden spot,” 
he said. 

Tuesday was passed by the young Con- 
gfessman in meeting old friends. He called 
on ex-Gov. Stone at his office in the Union 
Trust Building. and also met several other 
prominent Missourians during the day. 

Congressman Bailey a cae great ad- 
miration for Gov, Stone. He says he regards 
hm as one of the big men of the nation.

The Street Commissioner shall have 
under his special charge the construction, 
reconstruction, repairing and eleaning 
of the public streets, alleys and places, 
excepting parks. 

This is the way section 36 of article 4 of 
the City Charter reads. 

Street Commissioner A. N. Milner be- 
lieves the spirit, df not the letter, of this 
provision would be violaged, if the Uthoft 
bill, depriving him of power and reorganiz- 
ing his department, were passed. 

The Assembly has the power to transfer 
his powers and duties to others. It is con- 
ferred by section 82 of article 3, which reads: 


The Assembly shall have the power, by 
a vote of three-quarters of the members 
of each House, to transfer and distribute 
the powers and duties, in part or in 
whole, of any office provided for in this 
charter to anether, or others, and in such 
case the performance of the powers or 
duties added to those of any office shall 
not entitle ite officer to any additional 
compensation; and in case the entire 
powers and duties of an office be so 
transferred and distributed, the compen- 
sation of the holder of such office shall 
cease and he shall no longer be the of- 
ficer thereof. 


But City Counselor Marshall once ren- 
dered an opinion in a similar case that the 
powers and duties had to be oy ag 
transferred by the pages e of the bill. It 
was not sufficient, he held, that the effect 
of the new legislation was to transfer the 
duties and powers. 

Nothing is specifically said in the Uthoff 
bill about the transfer. 

As City Counselor Marshall was supposed 
to be the author of the bill this omission, 
regarded as fatal, led to considerable specu- 
lation, when it was discovered.
